FIRE RECORD. 


CHICAGO. 

The alarm from Box 294 at 1:39 this morn- 
ing, followed by a 211, or second alarm, at 
1:50 o’clock, was turned in by Officer Shanley, 
of the West Twelfth Street Station, upon the 


‘discovery of fire in the dry-kiln back 


of a large brick building at 
Nos. 333, 335, 337, and 339 Canal 
street occupied conjointly by Matuska, Craig 
& Co., furniture manufacturers, and by 
Lhotka & Schwartz, manufacturers of pict- 
ure frames and cornice moldings, The dry- 
kiln is in a large shell of brick and frame, 
directly adjoining the main building in the 
rear, but separated from it by brick walls, 
except in the basement, where an arch 
covered with an iron door forms the 
safeguard. The kiln is divided in the centre 
by a thin brick wall, which serves to keep 
the stock of the two firms separate. The 
chimneys of this structure are of frame, and 
when the fire once got under good headway 
iy them it was somewhat difficult for the 
Fire Department to do anything antii 
the .entire building was deluged with 
water.

— furniture- factory of F. Mayer, just 
no and in the same block as the 
kiln destroyed last night. It proved com- 
paratively ox, wees, to keep the flames 
out of the building fronting on Canal 
street, and blaze was as easily confined to 
the kilns. Within an hour after the sound- 
of the first alarm Marshal Swenie an- 
nounced the fire under cgntrol. At 3 o’clock 
all was black save in the Interior of the kiln, 
which seemed filled with burning embers. 

The building is owned by E. H. Shirk, of 
Indiana, who also owned the Mayer factory. 
The damage done it will not exceed $2,500, 
and is fully covered by insurance. The fur- 
niture firm had a large stock of walnut and 
other hard-wood lumber, and the picture- 
frame firm a large stock of pine in two 
kilns. No representative of either firm was 
on the ground last night, but the loss will 
not fall far short of $5,000. This amount is 
likely to be fully covered by insurance. The 
damage to the front building is altogether 
by water, and will not be large. 

There is but little doubt that the fire start- 
ed in the boiler-room, under the kiln. The 
entire basement was occupied by Shotka & 
Schwartz, who had the running of the engine 
and machinery. The engineer, James 
Phillips quit work last week because 
of the es of six weeks’ 
salary, and engine has since been 
stop Some repairs were made, and last 
night the fires under the boilers were again 
started. Abraham Olesen, a night wateh- 
man employed on the premises, told Phillips 
early in the evening that things were not 
8 as he used to run m; 
that boiler and engine- room were 
almost clogged with dry shavings, which 
were used as fuel. Singular enough, Olesen 
did not know of the fire until after the alarm 
had been sent in. He says he was in the 
rear ef the building a half hour before it 
broke out, and saw nothing. A large Cor- 
liss engine was located in the north west cor- 
ner of the main building, and is believed to 
have been uninjured.

There is certainly a striking verisimilitude 
about this statement which warrants credence 
in its accuracy. The words put into Conk- 
ling’s mouth by an intimate friend are pre- 
cisely the kind which might be expected 
from the overbearing and ill-tempered politi- 
cian who has encountered defiance. Conk- 
ling looks down upon most men as dogs, and 
he expects people to crawl at his feet. The 
sentiment, also, is in keeping with Conk- 
ling’s recent course and with the utterances 
he has delivered since he resigned. The day 
after his resignation was sent into the Senate 
he said in Washington that, if he returned to 
the Senate, it would be as an Independent in 
politics, with the special mission of fighting 
the Republican Administration. Itis natural 
that he should havemade some advance from 
that position on account of the resistance he 
found te his re@lection, and the almost uni- 
versal condemnation that has been visited 
upon him by the Republicans throaghout the 
country. In fact, there is nothing for Conk- 
ling to do but go into the Democratic party. 
It is a pity he has not the courage and decen- 
cy to throw off the mask he is wearing in the 
vain hope of securing res leetion by Republican 
votes. It it were not necessary for him to 
make the present sacrifice of abandoning his 
candidaey for the Senate, there is no doubt 
that he would formally retire from the Re- 
publican party and publicly announce his 
purpose to act heneeforth with the Demo- 
crats. It may be that he will do this just so 
soon as he shall be persuaded that his re- 
election by Republiean votes is out of the 
question, and he would do it now if he were 
convineed that enough traitors among the 
Republican members of the New York Legis- 
lature would follow him to make up a 
majority with the Democrats in that body. 

Just how anxious the Democrats will be to 
take up Roscoe Conkling and run him for 
President in 1884 remains to be seen. They 


| will determine this matter purely upon the 


grounds of availability. They would run 
the Devil himself if they thought they could 
elect him. Conkling may strike them more 
favorably than Lyman Trumbull or Ben 
Butler did. The Democrats, by a curious 
contradiction, have frequently attached 
themselves to aristocratic leaders and have a 
singular affection for people who have been 
the most abusive towards them. Besides, 
Conkling has some strong bonds of affinity 
with the Democrats. His resignation from 
the Senate was based on Stete-sovercignty 
grounds, and was not unlike the resignation 
of Southern Democrats in the secession 
period, He isalso a strong believer in the 
spoils theory of politics, and might safely be 
trusted to turn every Republican out of of- 
fice in case the Democrats were to elect him 
President. He has also from time to time 
established cordial relations with the Tam- 
many Democrats in New York to carry out 
some scheme of his own. Politics simply 
means the control of the offices to Roscoe 
Conkling. The Democratic politicians, asa 
rule, take the same view of public affairs. 
Hence there is no reason why the two shall 
fail to come together, if they can agree that 
it will be for mutual benefit, 

The trouble is, that the Democrats may not 
have the same faith in Conkling’s political 
power which he seems to entertain. He 
would have been much more acceptable to 
them if he had remained in the Senate, or if 
he had shown sufficient strength to secure a 
rebleetion after resigning. What the Demo- 
crats want is new influence, and not an ac- 
cretion of weakness. Conkling as a private 
citizen who has been allowed by the Repub- 
lican party to lapse into obscurity, followed 
only by the contempt of his former asso- 
clates, will not be so available as a Presi- 
dential candidate as he would be in his Sen- 
atorial toga and with the spirit of a disor- 
ganizer, He has never yet been a big enough 
man for the Republicans to run for Presi- 
dent.

The difference is obtained by ditferent sys- 
tems of bookkeeping. The Readjusters deal 
with the original debt and the arrearages of 
interest down to July 1, 1871. They then de- 
duct the share of the debt (one-third) which 
both parties claim te be due from West Vir- 
ginia. All payments made by the State since 
1867 they credit to the balance of the original 
debt and aecrued interest, repudiating the 
legislation which bofded the unpaid interest, 
and reach the conclusion that the State owes 
up to July 1, 1881, for principal and interest 
$20,440,788, not including $17,768,352 and in- 
terest thereon charged off to West Virginia. 

The other party in the State have been doc- 
toring the State debt by various acts of legis- 
lation, and have got it into inextricable con- 
fusion, They undertook to fund the old 
debt and interest, and part of it was funded 
and the other part was not. In 1879a new 
act was passed funding the State debt and 
interest, and, pending a vote of the people on 
this law. part of the debt was funded; but, 
when the vote was taken, the people rejected 
the law, thus leaving the whole matter in 
greater confusion. The Readjusters take 
the debt, principal and interest, from the 
January before the War, and, crediting the 
payments made since then and rejecting the 
intermediate legislation, reach the result 
given. They do not repudiate, it seems, any 
of the principal or interest, but reject the 
charge for interest upon interest,

found in combination. The men who 
achieve great successes in party management 
are not usually distinguished for frankness. 


toas remarkably honestmen. Butour polit- 
ical history furnishes examples of publicmen 
who to a genius for politics joined high 
character, and who were admired almost 
equally for their shrewdness and their honor. 
Andrew Jackson was an example of this 


kind. His integrity was unquestioned, pro- 


vyerbial; his devotion to his country was 
never doubted; on the other hand, his repu- 
tation for shrewdness as a party manager 
was equally undisputed, Mr. Lincoln af- 
fords another example of a rare combination 
of lofty aims with an acute perception of the 
drift of political events, and the shrewdness 
to turn them to account, without being 
swerved one hair’s breadth from his high 
purpose. 

We are not about to institute a parallel de- 
tween the great Martyr-President and Gen. 
Garfieid, but the two characters are not with- 
out points of resemblance which time may 
more fully develop. If those persons who 
are so quick to regard Secretary Blalne as the 
inspiring cause of President Garfield’s sharp 
rejoinder te Mr. Conkling’s attempt to de- 
prive the Executive of his constitutional pre- 
rogative of the initiative in appointments 
would study Gen. Garfield’s course in the 
Chicago Convention last year they would 
find abundant food for reflection, and might 
perhaps revise their opinion.

The tide was turned, Five minutes before 
the Convention would have passed the reso- 
lution; five minutes after Mr, Conkling was 
glad to withdraw it to avert its overwhelm- 
ing defeat. 

The next critical stage of the proceedings 
occurred on the proposition to adopt the 
rules. The districe.delegates from Illinois 


| had been admitted; the Grant column had 


been weakened by so much, and its leaders 
were becoming desperate. They did not 
wantany rules at all, much less did they 
want the rule which permitted the individual 
delegate to appeal to the Convention from 
the report of the Chairman of his delegation. 
Mr. Sharpe, of New York, offered as a sub- 
stitute for Gen. Garfield’s motion to adopt 
the rules reported by his Committee a reso- 
lution to proceed at once to ballot for candi- 
dates for President and Vice-President,— 
without any rales, of course. Here it was 
Gen. Garfield’s place to reply, and 
he did it grandly. He showed, in court- 
eous but. forcible phrase, the hollowness 
of the pretense of Sharpe that his resolution 
was intended to save time, by depicting its 
almost inevitable contrary effect. He pointed 
out the real animus of the mover by refer- 
ence to the conflicting views about the “unit 
rule,” saying: * Settle the rule; settle it any 
way you please. Make it the ‘ unit’ rule, and 
I am bound by it. Make it the individual 
rule,—that each individual shall have the 
right to vote,~and I am bound by it, for two 
great reasons: first, because you make it the 
rule; and, greater still, because I believe it 
to be everlastingly right.” 

At this point there was an occurrence 
which showed Gen. Garfield’s close observ- 
ance.of the smallest detail. Before the de- 
livery of hisspeech Mr. Sharpe’s resolution 
had been read for information. Nobody 
noticed any peculiarity about it; at least 
nobody appeared to have noticed any pecul- 
iarity in its phraseology. But Gen. Garfield 
had noticed something odd in the resolution, 
and as a postscript to his speech he re- 
marked, turning to Mr. Sharpe, “I’m sure 
the gentleman from New York did not in- 
tend, certainly I think he could not have 
intended, in the drafting of this resolution, 
to exclude the Territories of the United 
States from voting on this question. But I 
believe they are excluded by the language of 
his resolution.” Mr, Sharpe said confusedly 
that he had left the “form” of the resolu- 
tion to the Secretary. The President said 
that the Secretary said he wrote the words 
stated to him by the gentleman from New 
York; that it would not have been becoming 
in him to assume to modify or change mem. 

These Convention episodes show that Pres- 
ident Garfield has both breadth of character 
and political shrewdness. It is plain that 
the man who proved himself triply armed 
and ready on the instant to take the lead in 
both great and little things, in the most im- 
portant and most excited political conven- 
tion ever held in this country,—it is plain, 
we say, that such a man does not needa 
guide at his elbow to tell him what to do in 

emergency.

FREE BOOKS FOR THE scCHOOLs. 

A resolution was adopted at the last meet- 
ing of the City Counell directing a report by 
the Corporation Counsel as to the powers of 
the city, or of the Board of Education, to pur- 
chase school-books for the free use of the 
children attending the public schools. We 
do not, of course, know what view of the 
question the Corporation Counsel may take 
of the case, but there seems to be a total ab- 
sence of direct authority In the laws of the 
State to purchase books, The nearest ap- 
proach to any such authority in any law of 
the State is a provision adopted by the last 
Legislature, in one of the amendments to the 
general School law, which authorizes the Di- 
rectors of the district schools to purchase and 
keep school-books to be loaned in their discre- 
tion to “indigent” children, We suppose that 
there can be no question as to the power of 
the State Legislature to authorize the local 
schoo] authorities to purchase books to be 
loaned to sehool-children generally, but is 
there any such authority now given by law ? 
or have the local school’ authorities such 
power in the absence of any direct legisla- 
tive grant for such purpose? 

There ia nothing inconsistent with the 
public educational system in providing that 
the school-books shall be furnished by the 
public. This is the rule in other parts of the 
country. The public now furnishes the school 
buildings and the light and fuel, and the labor 
of the janitors; it also supplies the teachers 
and the furniture; and all the necessary 
equipments, including clocks and black 
boards. In this city it supplies the Ink, and 
the slate-pencils, and the chalk. Exactly 


_ why a line is drawn between slate-pencils 


and slates we do not understand, nor why 
there should be one between ink and pens, 
Each school is now provided with 6 large 
dictionary, and perhaps other books of ref- 
erence, to which the scholars are allowed 
free access; and it is difficult to distinguish 
any principle which will allew the public to 
loan a Webster’s Dictionary to a child and 
prohibit a like loan of a speller or reader. 
The case, as we understand It, is, that among 
the things which the law states that the 
school officers may do the purchase of 
books to be leaned to the children of the 
schools is not expressly included, and that 
unless the law officers can discover that the 
power to do this is incidental to the general 
provision for the maintenance of schools, it 
— require additional legislation to author- 

Some years ago some citizen of Chicago 
made a donation to the School Fund which 
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benefit which jastifies the tax for public pur- 
poses, and the fullest possible instruction of 


children is one of the greatest public ben- | 


efits. 


bill was passed by one House providing, un- 
der penalties, for the attendance of all the 
chiidren of the State at some school. In each 
district every child was required to attend 
some school, public or private, at the choice 
of the parent, or be instrueted at home, for 
a term equal te five montis in each 
year, unless for physical or mental 
reasons the child was relieved of the obliga- 
tion. This law proposed to impose penalties 
on any parent or guardian who should will- 
fully deny to any child under his care all 
opportunity of receiving instruction. This 
bill unfortunately was killed in the House, 
where there were too many Representatives 
from districts where the public benefits re- 
sulting from education have not yet become 
fully appreciated, The advantages resulting 
from the adoption of a free-book system 
would be the saving of at least 50 per cent in 
the expenditure for school-books. The books 
would be purchased in bulk at the beginning 
of each school-year from the lowest bidder. 
These books would be loaned to the children 
exactly as books are now loaned to persons 
at the Public Library, to be returned when 
the children are leaving school, or when they 
change their classes. Reasonable regulations 
for the protection of the books from abuse, 
and for their recovery when not returned, 
would reduce the loss of books except when 
worn out to a very small minimum. When a 
child changes his class he will simply return 
the book has been using and receive 
one of the higher class. The statistics ot the 
Public Library, where the distribution is free, 
and where the books outstanding are nearly 
as numerous as they would bein the schools, 
show how comparatively small is the loss. 
In the schools the machinery for the recovery 
of the books would be far more perfect than 
in the Library. It is possible that, taking 
one year with another for five years, the ex- 
penditure for books, including the first pur- 
chase, would not exceed more than one-third 
the sum now paid, and which has become 
an onerous tax upon classes that can poorly 
sustain it. While there may be no legal au- 
thority at present for any expenditure for 
the purchase of booxs to loan to children, 
except to indigent scholars, such an author- 
ity can probably be obtained from the Legis- 
lature at ita next session.

MR. RANDALL'S SCHEME. 

Mr. Sam Randall has the reputation of be- 
ing a very successful schemer, but he will 
scarcely be able to secure his election as 
Speaker of a Republican House of Repre- 
sentatives. If the vacancies caused by the 
resignations of Messrs. Morton and Frye shall 
be filled by the election of Republicans, of 
which there is little doubt, the number of 
Republicans in the House, elected as such, 
wil] be 147, or a majority of the whole mem- 
bership. In such an event, Mr, Randall will 
not be likely to waste any time upon his pro- 
posed combination. But, in case one, or 
even both, of these districts should be lost to 
the Republicans, there is no reasonble proba- 
bility that Randall’s scheme would work. 
Mr. J. Hyatt Smith, elected as a Greenbacker 
against Chittenden, is just as stanch a Re- 
publican as the extremist he displaced, and 
has already repeatedly declared nis purpose 
of acting and voting with the Republicans. 
The majority of the other Greenhackers in the 
House will be almost equally disinclined to 
act with the Democrats. The last session of 
Congress served to develop the most pro- 
nounced antagonism between the Democrats 
and Greenbackers, and the men who are 
struggling against the Bourbons in the 
Southern States, whether under the name of 
Greenbackers, Readjusters, or Independents, 
will not care to neutralize their advantages 
by a coalition with the Bourbon Democracy 
in Congress. 

But there is another element in such a con- 
test which Mr. Randall is naturally slow to 
acknowledge. It is a matter of great doubt 
whether, in case the Democrats were in com- 
plete control of the House of Representatives, 
he would be able to secure their nomination 
for Speaker. Of all the men who ever occu- 
pied that position, Mr. Randall was probably 
the most tyrannical, He used his position 
to direct party movements and legisla- 
tives measures to suit himself. He 
was literally the “Boss” of Con- 
gress. He exercised great power while 
he held the position, but he did not make 
himself friends, His absolutism was acutely 
resented by many leading Democrats, and 
his constant interference became exceedingly 
irritating. Moreover, Randall was not a 
good presiding officer. He familiarized him- 
self with the rules, but he was hesitating and 
uncertain in his decisions, and his willing- 
ness to construe any rule, or precedent in 
favor of some point which he desired to sus- 
tain for the moment frequently entangled 
him in embarrassing complications from 
which he could not extricate himself. It is 
only due to Randall to say that the subsidists 
and jobbers found no favor at his hands, but 
this facet also made him enemies who will 
not assist in any scheme looking to his re- 
election. There is not the smallest chance 
for Mr. Randall to be reBiected Speaker, and 
he will be fortunate if he shall be able to re- 
tain the leadership of his party on the floor 
of the House,

MINNESOTA ACTIVITY.

Sr. Paul, Miun., June 7.—Work on the 
various branches of the Manitoba Line is 
being rushed forward. To-morrow grading 
‘with be commenced on the Grand Forks ex- 
tension northward from that place. This 
branch will ultimately reach Pembina, on 
the west side of the Red River, and in time 
push into the Province of Manitoba. On the 
Durbin extension some 160 men are now em- 
ployed in grading.

The General tells his friends that he has 
been successful in the purpose for which he 
went to Mexico. The railroad in the inter- 
est of which he journeyed thither is a fixed 
fact, and the General is not a bit proud of it. 
To a friend he declared this morning 
that he knew that Capt. Eads had obtained 
every concession he had asked,—he believed 
everything he desired.

During the last 
month 76,513 emiguats landed iu Custie Garden, 
New York, while nearly as many landed in Pail- 
adelphin and Baltimore. Over one-balf of these 
new-comers pussed through Chicago, and many 
of them remained here. It is a pleasant fact 
that the business men ot Chicago, and employ - 
ers generally, commence to make — of the 
Society's newly-inuuyurated free employment- 
bureau. Strong, beaithy, abig-bodied, and will- 
ing persons of both sexes are Guily sought for, 
and it can generally supply all that are wanted. 


Of 845 persons who culled for employment, it 


was able to provide 38 with such. Twenty-nine 
families, comprising 157 persons, received cash 
aid to the amount of $285.

Softening of the Brain Decided to Be 
the Complaint from Which He Is 
Suffering—His Demise Drawing Near 
~Briet Biography of His Life. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Mitwavkeg, Wis., June %.—Archbishop 
Henni, the veuerable Catholic prelate, who 
has been confined to his room for a year 
past, is fast approaching dissolution. A diag- 
nosis of his case has just been made bya 
commission of expert physicians, and the 
conclusion reached that he is suffering from 
softening of the brain. His death now is 
only a matter of a few days at most. The 
demise of Archbishop Henni will close one 
of the most important careers of any 

Catholic personage the country has 

ever produced. John M. Henni was 

born in Canton Gratubunden, Switzerland, in 

1805. He pursued his studies at St. Gallen 

and Luzerne, and, at the request of Bishop 

Fenwick, emigrated to America in 1829.

THE NEW WEST. 
ANNUAL MEETING OF THE EDUCATIONAL 
COMMISSION, 

The first annual meeting of the New West 
Education Commission was neld in the New En- 
gland (Congregauonal) Church, corner of Dear- 
born avenue and Delaware place, yesterday 
afternoon. Among the members present, there 
being also u large number of city people and 
others from abroad, were the following: The 
Rev. F. A. Noble, the Rev. Simeon Gilbert, Col. 
C. G. Hammond, the Rev. Charies R. Bliss, 
the Rev. W. M. Barrows, Salt Lake City;

Halt an hour was spent in devotional exer- 
cises. 

In calling the body to order, the Rev. F. A. 
Noble, the President, said there was reason for 
congratulation in that the Commission was réc- 
ogulzed by the Church Eust and West as an or- 
ganization not only baving a right to be, but 
having an eud in view ‘which commended itseif 
to thoughtful men and women everywhere, that 
oeght to be. The Houfe Missionary Society had 
turned the work over to the Commis- 
sion, whictt was a reguiariy benevolent 
organization and recognized in a hearty way. 
They wanted to be in we heartiest accord with 
ali the churches, and not being a close corpora- 
tion were ready to receive suggestions trom 
any quarter, All their alfairs were open to in- 
spection by interested parties. 

The Rev. Charies R. Bliss, General Secretary, 
then read his annual report, of which the fol- 
lowing is an abstract: 

THE OBJECT. 

The New West Education Committee became 
an incorporated Society in Chicago Nov. 3, 1879. 
Its purpose is Tbe promotion of Christian civil- 
ization in Utah and adjacent States ana Terri- 
tories by the education of the children and 
youth under Cristian teachers, and also by the 
use of such kindred agencies as may be at any 
time deemed desiruble.“ The reason for its de- 
ing begins wita the recogniuon of such facts as 
these: I. That there yet remains an immense 
section of our country that is “new” rapidly 
filing with an inrush of population, but 
destitute of what can called Christian 
civilization. 2. That there can no 
Christian civiligation witbout Christian educa- 
tion; and, 3, that such is the extraordinary 
social condition of some of these Territories, 
that, in tneir beginnings of reorganization, they 
must be aided, and that witnout delay. 

‘Tne New West Education Commission and the 
American Home Missiouary Society are kindred 
in spirit and aim; the one works through the 
Christian Church, the other through the Chris- 
tian school. The two naturally fall into close 
mutual retations. There can be no jealousies; 
there is sure to be copsinnt mutual beipfulness. 
Some huve thought the Home Missionary So- 
ciety migut undertuke aiso tais scnool-planting 
work, but to this there are serious obstacles in- 
superabie. 

THE FIELD. 

This poruon of our continent has, for con- 
venience, been termed the New West.” With 
Utah as its centre, it includes six or eieht States 
and Territories. Some of these are of immense 
extent; others include the richest mining region 
in the world. The development of these re- 
sourves is sure to be a most signal fact in the 
next decade of American history. It is im- 
possible fully to estimate the importance of the 
interests at stake. The gentus of worldly enter- 
prise is already there, straining every nerve in 
the construction of railways, the opening of 
mines, and the projection of other business veu- 
tures, But business is - not civilization; much 
less is it, alone, Cristian civilization. 


‘MORMONISM AND JESUITISM, 


This region, though new, is by no means a 
cleur neid for Caristian evangelizauon. These 
twin relics of barbarism are there before us. 
How fundamentally anti-American they are 
need not be suid. And they will never reform 
themselves. Left to themselves they will grow 
worse ruther than better; and they are both 
spreading their domination directly across the 
great highways of trunscoutinental migration 
and commerce. Under these systems the Amer- 
icun free-school is an impossibility, and a 
free bullot becotnes hopeless. New Mexico to- 
day is a medieval Spanish province, rooted in 
the heart of our American Republic. Mormon- 
deim is an Asiatic abomination among us, with a 
loathsome mixture of polygamy, priestcraft, 
and fanaticism. Beyond description it degrades 
the condition of woman, and pollutes home-life 
with the grussest animalism and the bitterest 
hate. And Mormonism holds not only Utah in 
its grasp. With masterly cunning —1 des per- 
ute determination it is la bold and reaching 
out upon several of the adjacent Territories 
In Idaho it already holds the balange of power. 
He is blind who does not see that Mormonism 
and Jesuitism, in deadly hostility tq the Gospel 
of Christ, portend National dishonor and threat- 
en National disaster. 


THE WORK. 


The work of the New West Education Commis- 
sion is fairly begun. It has passed its mere ex- 
perimental stage. Witu God's blessing, its plans 
ace clearly in the way to success. ‘Those who 
would effectively aid in rescuing u vast region of 
America from the contamiuatiou of Mormonism 
and Jesuitism huve here an open way. 

What would Onio, what would Michigan, or 
lihnois, or Wisconsin, or lowa, or Minnesota, or 
Missouri be to-day but for the Christian teach- 
ers who came hither from our Eastern schools 
and and the vast sums of Christian 
money sent to nid in the building up of similar 
schools in these newer States? Now that which 
hus been is precisely that which must be iu 
and aguin undertakenanddone. The New West, 
for heip or hindrance, will be as great a factor 
. — common National life as New E 

But no one turm of Christian agency in this 
great and central region works alone. These 
great railways just built can ca moral intiu- 
ences as well as merchandise. They have al- 
ready brought the Rocky Mountains a thousand 
miles neaver Plymouth Rock. That which five 
years ago was virtually a foreign land is now 
close neighbor to us,—an integral part of our 
National domain, a most interesting factor in 
the problem of our National destiny. In view 
of the sure and swift growth of the New West, 
and the part it is bouud to assume in the future 
of the Nation. neitner Christian givers nor 
Christian teachers can find on the giobe a field 
that will more widely repay a large- hearted lib- 
erality or a life of devoted toil. 

SCIIOOLS IN CHARGE, 

Of the schools now under the charge of the 
Commission, the first to be established were the 
academies of Sait Lake and Santa Fé. They 
were incorporated under the auspices of Colo- 
rado College, in July, 1878, and went into opera- 
tion in September of the same year. In 18 the 
academy at Albuquerque was established under 
the same auspices. The schools at Purk City 
and West Jordan yere commenced by the Com- 
mission. In 1880 Commission assumed from 
President Tenne the bare ot the academies,

THE JEWELRY ROBBERY. 

The Isaacs- Aldrich case was resumed yester- 
day morning before Judge Antbony. 

At the opening of Court, Stage’s-Attorney 
Mills announced that he had subpoenaed Mr. 
Isaacs to produce hic books for 1880 for exami- 
nation, and that he had refused to preduce them. 
He wanted the Court to order bim to bring them 
in, or to allow their contents to be proved by 
persons who had examined them. 

Mr. O’Brien objected, and a lengthy squabble

ensued, in which he admitted that Isaacs’ books 


would not show that any entry had been made in 
them in reference to the jewelry in question.

The defense started in by adducing testimony 
as to the character of Aldrich, Which they suught 
to prove by members of the Police Department. 
They succeeded in showing that be had been on 
the force, but failed in that it wasa 
custom of the Department to deal with pawa- 
brokers in the return of stolen goods. Capt. 
McDonald admitted that goods had been re- 
stored to their owners through such means, bué 
denied that the rule was to deal with pawan- 
brokers in any such way. 

Emmanuel Isaacs himself, one of the defend- 
ants, was next sworn. He testified that he was 
a pawnbroker, and had kuown Aldrich for a 
number of years. On the evening of the rob- 
bery Bauer and Ash called at his place, Just as he 
was about to close, and asked him if be wanted to 
buy some jewelry. He asked if it belonged to 
them, and they said no, but they had it for sale. 
He told them de did not want to buy, but upon 
being prevailed upon agreed to go and look at 
the goods. and promised to meet them at Irish’s 

rpose. He did 
not go, however, but met Detective Elliott the 
next morning, had a talk with him, and subse- 
quently had a second interview with Bauer, at 
which he promised to meet him the next day 
and go and see the goods. Aldrich, with one 
Levy. dropped in to see bim ay ey (Sat- 
urday afternoon), and asked bim if be had heard 
of the ** walk-awuy,”’ meaning the Morrow rob- 
bery. Witness told Aldrich that he could have 
gotten the entire stuff the night before for $30 
or $100, and had a cunversation with Levy about 
the return of the goods. Sunday after- 
noon be went to meet Bauer on State 
street as agreed, but did not see him. He 
met him subsequently, however, and went with 
him to :e room where the goods were. After 
examining them, be pronounced them worth 
from 8500 to $7. Dhe Bauers then wanted to 
bring them to his store, to which he objected. 
The next day he saw Elliott. ahd told him that he 
had seen the goods. Elliott wanted him to give 
away the thicves, but he would not do it, be- 
cuuse they had represented themselves as soll- 
ers. ete. He saw Levy the next morning (Mon- 
day), but would bave nothing to do with him 
looking to the return of the because he 
was not well enough acquainted with him. That 
afternvon be aguin saw Mike Bauer, who was 
anxious to get mouey for the goods, and warned 
him not to dispuse of them, or any part of them, 
He gave him . but never said anything about 
reuting a room. That evening he saw 
Aldrich, who asked him to help Levy 
in getting the goods, and the next 
morning he again saw Levy, after which he en- 
couraged Bauer to hold the goods until negotia- 
tions pending could be vonsummated. Wednes- 
day he aguiu saw Lovy, who gave him $450, and, 
going-dowa the street attorward, he met Bauer, 
who took him to the room whcre the goods were. 
He paid Bauer the money. and went with bim 
and the goods to a barber-shop on State street. 
He did not heip to carry the goods, but as soon 
us they were left on State street he met Levy 
and toid bim where they were. He lost money 
by the operation, and had labored to get the 
goods to help Aldrich put a feather in his cap.
